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ABSTRACT 



This directory was compiled to assist vocational 
teachers and researchers in locating tests in various occupational 
fields- Test data was gathered from publishers, directors of 
vocational programs, union officials, and members of the American 
Vocational Association. Selection of the instruments depended on 
their availability and standardization, although a few restricted 
instruments and non-s tandar dized "it em-banks" are included. Several 
"Tr ainer-Tes ter" devices and similar performance measures are also 
included- The tests are presented within eleven broad fields of 
vocational education- Each test annotation includes title, author, 
publisher, cost, forms available, administration, and a brief 
description of the test items. A key word index is provided to 
facilitate test searches. (PR) 
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INTRODUCTION 

! ■ ; 

Teachers of trade and technical subjects have been urged 
by leaders in the field of occupational education to evaluate 
the outcomes of instruction with standardized tests whenever 
possible. However, those who have attempted to follow such 
advice have often found the task of locating suitable tests a 
time-consuming and frustrating chore. Occupational researchers 
have encountered similar difficulties. 

The plight of these teachers and researchers became evident 
to the Project Director several years ago when, as Director of 
Educational Relations for a large test • publishing organization, 
he noted a marked increase in the number of inquiries for as- 
sistance in locating tests in various occupational fields. 

Most such inquiries were form letters, suggesting that these 
individuals were sending similar letters to other publishers 
in the hope that one of them might have a suitable test or be 
able to suggest where one might be found. 

To make it easier for people seeking occupational achieve- 
ment tests to find out quickly what was available from various 
sources. Educational Testing Service proposed to the U. S. Office 
of Education through the Manpower Planning and Development Branch 
that a comprehensive listing of available tests be prepared 
and given wide dissemination. The U. S. Office of Education, 
in turn, suggested that ETS seek funding for such a project, 
through the Vocational Education Division of the New Jersey 
Department of Education. Dr. Robert Worthington, Assistant 
Commissioner for Vocational Education, and Mr. Arthur Wenzel, 
Director of Manpower Training-Development Projects, agreed to 
support such an effort. 
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To obtain tne necessary data, letters of inquiry were 
mailed to approximately three hundred large and small test 
publishers asking whether they had tests (or were in the process 
of preparing tests) related to eleven broad fields of vocational 
education. (See Exhibit A for listing of vocational fields.) 
Respondents were asked to indicate whether they published tests 
in any of the areas listed or in related areas. 

Approximately 230 replies were received in response to the 
initial inquiry and 40 more were received in response to a 
follow-up letter. Forty-one of the respondents who had indi- 
cated that they published tests in the areas listed were then 
asked to provide additional information in the form of catalogs, 
descriptive leaflets, specimen sets, and test manuals. 

A similar procedure was followed with several other groups: 
state directors of vocational education; regional directors of 
manpower training programs; and union officials associated with 
various skilled trades. Respondents were asked to identify any 
occupational competency tests they might be using in their 
programs or any tests which might be under development either 
within their organizations or at nearby universities. Rela- 
tively few usable suggestions came from these sources. 

Finally, a general appeal was made to the 42,000 members of 
of the American Vocational Association through a notice in the 
American Vocational Journal . This notice brought about 100 re- 
plies, but only a few suggested the names of tests; the vast 
majority wanted to know when the Directory would be published 
and how they could obtain copies. 

The authors tried to follow up every lead and to obtain 
actual copies of tests, manuals, and other accessories. Many 
promising leads evaporated when it was found that the tests in 
question were essentially aptitude measures intended to predict

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success in various occupational training programs, rather than 
measures of achievement in such programs. In several instances 
the trail led to individuals who had compiled "item banks" in 
one or more occupational fields. While such tests or item 
pools cannot be considered “standardized 11 tests, some of them 
have been included because it was felt that the material might 
nevertheless be useful to vocational teachers. However, tests 
included in textbooks and workbooks have not been included be- 
cause it was felt that most vocational teachers would probably 
be familiar with such material in their field of specialization 

One of the major criteria used to guide decisions regard- 
ing inclusion or exclusion in the Directory was the matter of 
availability. The authors decided that unless there was some 
likelihood of vocational educators gaining access to a test, 
there was not much point in listing it. For example, several 
states--notably California and Florida--have well-developed 
occupational competency testing programs for certifying voca- 
tional teachers or for granting academic credit for vocational 
experiences. However, the tests developed for use in such 
programs are not available to vocational educators. Indeed, 
the director of one program asked specifically that his tests 
not be included in the Directory , since he felt that this would 
only generate a great deal of unproductive correspondence. 

Tests used by state and local governments for licensing, cer- 
tification, or Civil Service purposes have similarly been 
excluded as there is little likelihood that these agencies 
would make any of their tests available for use by vocational 
educators . 

A number of tests whose use is restricted have been in- 
cluded. For example, the various trade tests produced by the 
Industrial Materials Laboratory at Ohio State University are 
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not available to individual teachers. However, arrangements 
may often be made for their use in citywide and statewide 
evaluation programs as well as for research projects. It was 
decided to list such tests with an . appropriate notation re- 
garding their restricted nature. 

in several instances, materials were found which were not 
actually "published". For example. Dr. Thomas Baldwin (at the 
University of North Carolina) had developed tests in a number 
of trade and technical fields under a grant from the U. S. 
Office of Education. As of the time this Directory went to 
press. Dr. Baldwin had not made arrangements with a publisher 
for the dissemination of his instruments. However, he agreed 
that it would be appropriate to list his materials m the 
Directory so that interested persons could get m touch with 
him directly to ascertain availability. 

Nor are all of the materials listed actually "tests". 

The "Trainer-Tester" devices are rather ingenious performance 
measures of trouble-shooting ability in such fields as elec 
tronics and automotive repair. The fact that they are paper- 
and-pencil instruments and potentially useful to vocational 
educators argued for their inclusion. Similarly, the various 
item pools in the field of nursing and in trade and industrial 
education would not qualify as "tests", yet some educators 
might find them a useful source of items; hence they too have 
been included. Finally, it is worth noting that while the 
materials produced by the Educational Objectives Exchange do 
not qualify as tests, they do contain sample questions to i 
lustrate item-types suitable for measuring various objectives, 
insofar as these materials are potentially useful- and might 
not otherwise be known to teachers, the authors felt that in- 
clusion was warranted. 
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The description of each test includes information about 
authorship; date of publication; time required for adminis- 
tration; number of forms available; content coverage; source 
from which test may be obtained; cost of booklets and specimen 
sets; and type of scoring available. Unless otherwise indi- 
cated, all of the tests listed are suitable for use in second- 
ary and post-secondary programs. However, nursing tests are 
intended for post-secondary programs only. 

For the most part, statistical information about each test 
has been taken directly from the test manual or from descriptive 
material provided by the publisher. No attempt has been made 
to evaluate the quality of the statistical techniques used, 
the adequacy of the samples, or the existence of other research 
which might yield supplementary data about the ..test. The 
authors have endeavored to describe each test objectively and 
to avoid making evaluative judgments. However, some of the 
comments, such as references to the lack of pictorial material 
or the poor quality of reproduction, might be construed as 
editorial in nature. We urge readers to bear in mind that our 
goal has been a limited one: to locate potentially useful tests 

and evaluative material and to provide a bare minimum of essen- 
tial information. It would then be up to an interested teacher 
or researcher to follow up promising leads and decide for him- 
self whether a given instrument is likely to meet his needs. 

Users of this Directory who would like to know what experts 
think about a given test will find a number of the instruments 
reviewed in the Mental Measurements Yearbook , published by 
Dr. Oscar K. Buros, Gryphon Press, 220 Montgomery Street, 
Highland Park, New Jersey 03904. To facilitate the location 
of such reviews, the authors have noted in which issue of the 
Mental Measurements Yearbook a test. review will be found. 
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For each test that has been reviewed, a notation appears at the 
bottom of the page. For example, MMY 6:35 indicates that the 
test review appears in the Sixth Mental Measurements Yearbook re- 
view No. 35. The sixth edition (the most recent Yearbook avail- 
able) was published in 1965. The seventh edition is to be 
published in 1972 and will contain reviews of many of the tests 
listed in this Directory . 

While . the authors have made every effort to make this 
listing as accurate and up-to-date as possible, it is likely 
that some errors of fact will be found; the price of specimen 
sets may have changed; a publisher may have moved; a test may 
no longer be in print; or a new edition may have superseded the 
one listed. The authors apologize for any errors that may have 
crept into the Directory inadvertently. They would appreciate 
receiving accurate and up-to-date information about any of the 
tests listed. 

The authors would also like to have information about any 
relevant tests or related materials that may have been overlooked. 
The fact that we found no tests in the fields of Agriculture or 
in Foods and Hospitality, suggests that we may not be reaching 
the proper sources of information. We therefore urge readers 
who may know of other tests that they think ought to be included 
to send us details. With such assistance, future editions of 
the Directory should be more comprehensive and more useful. 

Finally, the authors would welcome comments from users. 

Has the Directory been helpful? In what ways? Should it be 
continued? How can it be improved?
